It is the bright white light which searches out the dark corners of abuses 
wherever they may occur.

Toward a Militant Church 


In Milwaukee last week a Roman 


Catholic priest rescinded an order he had 
issued cancelling a Christmas program in 
which children 
from a predominantly 


Negro area had been invited to participate 
with those from a white school. The 
episode was another reflecting the conflict 
in many religious circles over the church's 
role in improving relations among the 
races and even deeper, its relation to 
people and all their problems. 


The cancellation 
in the 
Milwaukee 


parish was first ordered when a white 
parishioner wrote a letter 
condemning 


interracial activities, particularly in that 
parish. It may seein odd that 2 priest 
would knuckle under to such criticism but 
apparently he wanted to avoid conflict. 
And in past years of course this has been a 
major 
problem 
for 
churches 
of 
all 


denominations which unfortunately share 
the same risk as many individuals and 
organizations of adherence to the status 
quo 


The resurgence of interest in organized 


religion has come, it seems to us. not 
because of efforts to escape the world or 
find a refuge but because the various 
churches have issued challenges to people 
concerned about the ills of the world. 
Racial discrimination is the most obvious 
problem in the United States but there are 
others including the war in 
Vietnam, 


abject poverty in our cities and the 
violence which has had some serious 
outbreaks. And there has been a consider- 


able awareness of the need for churches to 
face 
these 
problems. 
Some religious 


leaders have even recognized that the 
rebellion of the beat society, for instance, 
may be in great part the seeking of 
answers only to be found in commitment 
to 
something more 
than 
what 
they 


consider to be the hypocrisies of much of 
modern society, including the churches. 


Will the 
new 
emphasis 
in 
many 


churches upon substance rather than form 
mean 
a withering 
away of religious 


organization? Obviously only history will 
provide the answer. But one theologian 
who has provided much of the inspiration 
for intellectual change did not think so. 


Dietrich 
Bonhoffer was a 
German 


Protestant leader who saw at first hand the 
failure of the Christian churches in the 
hideous Nazi atrocities and their accep- 
tance by the nominally church - going 
population of Germany. Before he was 
executed by the Nazis, Bonhoffer wrote, 
"the only way the church can defend her 
own territory is by fighting not for it but 
for the salvation of the world. Otherwise 
the church becomes a 'religious society' 
which fights in its own interest and 
thereby ceases to be the church of God and 
of the world." 


It probably would have been much 


more comforting and less controversial for 
the parish in Milwaukee 
to keep its 


Christmas program to itself. But religion, 
like freedom, is a dangerous and difficult 
business. 


Ethks and the Legislature 


The 
joint 
Legislative 
Council 
at 


Madison has acted wisely in recommending 
to the two houses of the legislature the 
establishment of special standing commit- 
tees to evolve guidelines for the avoidance 
of 
conflict 
of interest 
situations 
for 


senators and assemblymen. 


The proposal, perhaps inevitably, will 


be related in the public mind to the fact 
that the Dane County district attorney 
during the last year filed complaints 
against two members of the 
Wisconsin 


assembly for allegedly transgressing the 
statutory code of conduct for elected 
officers of the state. Yet we are certain 
that some of the more thoughtful members 
of our legislative branch have been aware 
of the ethics problem inherent in their 
positions, and the likelihood that conflict 
of interest hazards will increase in number 
as go\ ernmental affairs 
become more 


pervasive and complex, and increasing 
emoluments draw into legislative service 
men in the productive years of their 
private professions and occupations. 


As our Madison correspondent 
has 


observed, it is probably impracticable to 
attempt in any except the broadest terms 
to write a statutory code on such matters. 
Essentially 
the 
problem 
is 
one 
of 


individual judgment and taste. We suppose 
that the ethics 
committees that will 


formulate a general outline of conduct will 
be composed of the party leaders of each 
house. 


Parties have a responsibility for the 


behavior of the officials who wear their 
colors and represent their causes. Caucus 


leaders have an obligation to observe their 
men with an awareness of .the occasional 
frailties exposed in human nature. 


Partly because of careless and inaccu- 


rate reporting, a Council committee earlier 
was represented as proposing legislation 
that would authorize members of the 
legislature to accept fees for speaking 
engagements and similar services. In point 
of fact, such a "proposal" was not made. It 
was merely offered in an informal way by 
a single member of a committee which did 
not muster a quorum. at the meeting 
reported, and therefore did not have 
official 
meaning. 
Moreover, 
the 
full 


committee has 
abandoned 
the i d e a 


utterly, a fact that will be noted with 
approval by everybody concerned with the 
legislature's repute and the dignity of 
representative government. 


Aside from the obvious difficulties in 


testing what is a legitimate speaking fee, 
the timing of such a proposition would be 
in exceedingly poor taste. The state 
supreme court now-has before it for a final 
decision the conviction of a member of the 
legislature who accepted what he said was 
an expense reimbursement for speaking 
services, but which the Dane 
County 


district attorney maintains was a bribe 
within the meaning of present law. The 
court's decision may be expected to clarify 
what some persons earnestly believe is an 
ambiguous statute. If it fails to do so, the 
legislature can act later on the basis of the 
court's interpretation of the law and the 
public consensus of what the law should 
be.

Venezuela and the relatively newly

More than 160 years ago the British

Venezuela 
argues that the British then extended the 
border into Venezuela and ever 
since 


Venezuela has claimed about 53,000 square 
miles of the area. Since all of Guyana is 
only 83.000 square miles, the 
disputed 


territory is quite an important chunk. 


In "l899 a British-American-Russian 


tribunal met in Paris and reached for 
Venezuela and Guiana what was proclaim- 
ed as "a full, perfect and final settlement." 
But since that time Venezuela has grown 


to be one of Latin America's strongest mili- 
tary powers. And Guiana, once the posses- 
sion of the mighty British Empire, became 
plain, simple, independent Guyana. Four 
years ago Venezuela started a protest based 
on publication of papers of one of the 
junior counsels at the tribunal which 
claimed that the settlement had really 
been a deal between the British and Rus- 
sians while the Americans, representing 
Venezuela, were too naive to notice what 
was going on. 


Guyana has sent a note to Venezuela 


protesting an airstrip they claim the 
Venezuelans are building on the island, 
part of the disputed territory. Venezuela 
has rejected the charge. In the meantime a 
four man commission of both Guyanans 
and Venezuelans is supposed to be meet-
